This iso nlv o ne o f many cases in the 
city and a large numbtur o f ho uses are

schools of this oity, given in response to 
the question. “ If you bid $5, all your 
own, what would you do with it. 
Of those w ho } t!*!*‘ d in answi rs 609 
were boy* and 638 were girls, their ages 
ranging from 5 to IO. The answers arn 
grouped under nine general heads: 44 
per cent would deposit the money in a 
bank. 18.8 per cent would buy cloth 
jog, 2.2 per cent would buy something 
to eat, 15.8 per etna woald buy toys 
md oilier mm os of amusement, 2.1 per 
cent would buy jewelry and finery, 
nine-tenths of I percent would boy fire­ 
arms, L f per cent would spend for 
travel, 14 per cent would spend for oth 
era aud 0 per cent woald buy bo'Ais, eto. 
It is interesting to note the large per 
cent who express a disposition to save. 
Dr. Daw*son attributes this largely to 
tho suggcstability of the children. I he 
results in this respect resemble those 
obtained in other fields of experiment. 
While the children do not realize tho 
full significance of saving, the idea has 
been engrafted upon their minds and is 
bound to have its influence. 
The fact 
that this idea of saving has been thus 
forcibly impressed on the miuds of so 
many is very significant and gives us a 
hint of the immense influence of public 
instruction. 
In noting the per cent of those w ho 
would buy clothing it should be remem­ 
bered that many of tho children were 
in urgent need of something better to 
wear. Those who voted for something 
to eat were mostly under 7 years of age. 
In the class who would prefer amuse­ 
ments tho girls usually expressed a 
wish for dolls and doll carriages while 
the boys mostly desired pigeons, rabbits 
or other pet* 
In regard to travel, the 
figures show* that as children grow old­ 
er the desire to go out into the world 
increases rapidly, reaching its height at 
about the beginning of adolescence. The 
desire shown by the boys for firearms is 
an expression of the hunting instinct 
that awakens when they are IO or 12. 
At that age boys like to get hold of 
books of Louting and adventure. 
The 
tendency to boy books increases steadily 
as the children grow older. 
This class 
numbers about twice as many girls as 
boys. The class which manifests a feeling 
of altruism also numbers more girls 
than boys, showing that the greater 
generosity of women is strikingly man­ 
ifest even at au early age.—Springfield 
Republican.
